As to independent claim 1 , the prior art of record fails to show the combination 
recited in any of the claims. In particular, the prior art of record fails to show or 
collectively teach a protection circuit for a MOS component having an antenna effect 
when charges accumulates on the gates of the MOS components, comprising: a bypass 
PMOS transistor; a bypass NMOS transistor.
